He was imprisoned 
for his protestant opinions under Queen Mary. 

William, 38rd Marquess of Winchester, had three sons 
by his mistress, Jane Lambert. These sons, Sir William, 
Sir John, and Sir Henry, were granted arms by Sir 
William Segar, Garter, sometime after 1602.
